A 46-year-old woman civil 
servant employed at the 
Admiralty’s underweter 
weapons centre today 
told an Old Bailey court 
frying her and ° four 
others accused of operat- 
ing a spy-ring of her 
work with secret anti- 
submarine test pamph- 
Icts. 


Amid an excited buzz of con~ 
versation: in the packed court, 
ihe civil servant, 48-year-old 
Ethel Gee, buxom, dark-haired 
and bespectacled, was the first 
of the five accused to enter the 
witness box when the defence 
case opened this afternoon, - 


She worked at the centre, at 
Portland on the south coast, 
from 1950 until her arrest -in 
January this year. In 1958 she 
began. handling the test 
pamphlets, which were kept in 
a strongroom. - 


She said that when requests 
came from firms and dockyards 
to whom the pamphlets wero 
sent che t0o{c their numbers on 
pieces of paper, and would 
then go to the strongroom to 
look for them. 


Shown a piece of paper with 
test pumphlet numbers on it 
found by police when they 
raided her home, she sald she 
had used it as a shopping liss 
and mentioned grocerits lsted 
on the back, There must have 
been “dozens’ of such scraps 
og paper, and she knew of no 
instructions as 
with them. 


FRIENDSHIP 


She told of the gradual 
growth of her friendship for 
another accused, ex-sallor 
Henry Houghton, 55, whom she 
had met in 1952 or 1953 when 
he worked at the Portland 
centre.

There were 
sharp attacks by the Prime 
Ministers of India nnd Nigeria, 
and Dr Nkrumah gave notice that 
he would have to reserve his 
position and might cither have 
fo move for the cxpulsion of 
South Africa from the Common- 
wealth or Ghana Itself might 
decide to withdraw. from the 
Commonwealth, 


Vindictiveness 


In view of what transpired at 
this meeting, and the spirit of 
vindictiveness - shown by il 
number of Prime Min!sters, Dr 
Verwoerd's statement added, it 
was clear that South Africa 
was not_weleome as a member 
of the Commonwealth, 

It was also clear that the 
United Kingdom would = con- 
tinue to be involved in such 
quarrels, while the real spirit 
af the Commonwealth should 
be to concentrate on points of 
agreements and not of differ- 
ences. * 

In the circumstances, he had 
no option to withdraw his re- 
quest to retain Commonwealth 
membership afler becoming a 
republic on May 31. 

He -belleves, “‘and others 
present endorse thls," that "he 
went as far us he possibly 
ecult “to be cooperative, and 
that the Canadian and 
certain  Afro-Asian Prime 
Ministers should rather be ac- 
cused ef being headstrong im 
their attitudes. 

Dr Verwoerd sald he had, in 
fact, agreed to the inclusion in 
the draft communique of most 
condemnatury attitudes taken 
up by the Afro-Asian-Canadjan 
group, 

The folowing extract, he 
said was one of the less harm- 
ful; “Other Prime — Minislecs 
swongly criticised and deplored 
the racial policy of the Union 
Government, which appeared 
to them to Involve a substantial 
measure of racial discrimina- 
tion, They stressed the anxicty 
they {elt it was giving rise in 
the hearts of millions of people 
throughout the world.” 


Prepared to accept 
The draft communique 
(which Dr Verwoerd — was 
prepared to accept) concluded 
with the following paragraph. 
“After hearing Dr Verwoerd’s 
statement, the other Prime 
Minfsters adhered to the views 
they, had expressed regarding 
belief in cquality of opportunity 
for all irrespeetive of rnc, 
colour or ereced."—Reuter.

It.fs to be hoped that Govern- 
ment does not regard. the 
onslaught on the public service 
as one of those routine belly- 
aches which governments all 
ever the world have come to 
expect from legislatures, the 
Press and the public, ‘ 


Because we hasten to recall 
what happened in Hongkong 25 
years ago. 


Those with long: memories 
might remember how the late 
and widely venerated Sir Man- 
kam Le launched a virtual cen- 
sure motion on the Government, 
condemning those in authority 
for creating “a large and costly” 
eivil service and calling for 
“immediate steps to effect all 
retrenchments.” : 


The Governor, Sir Andrew 
Caldecott, expressed sympathy 
and agreed with the spirit of 
the motion and promised to do 
all he could to cut down on costs 
but the motion was lost when 
the Government — steam-roller 
threw out the motion by nine 
votes to six. 2 


Times were different then. 
Hongkong was slowly cmerging 
from one of its worst depres- 
sions. ‘Today we are on the 
crest of a boom. ’ 

‘But we cannot hope to 
stay there unless Govern- 
ment puts the brakes = on 
staff expansion. 

Think of it: today’s bill for 
public service pay and pensions 
alone—$350 million—is just a 
little less than the = entire 
Government expenditure only 
eight short yenrs ago.

where I stayed has 
quite a bit of history of 
its own.

the dungeons ° which once cn- 
closed upom the unfortunate 
wrisoners of Spanish tyranny.
